WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP) 
HE House Post Office

While attending the univers- | 
ity he worked for the United 
States consulate at Bratislava | 
for three months unfil he was / 
discharged in July 1948. 

On Oct. 16, 1948, he was 
icharged with spying for a ring 
that included Dr. Dushan Sla- 
vik, son of the former Czech 
ambassador to Washington. 
Three persons were sentenced 
to death and 22 others given 
prison terms ranging from eight 
months to 18 years in the trial 
in which Hvasta was found 
guilty.

And, in event of an Austrian 
settlement, Russia’s forces in 
Hungary and Romania, long sta- 
tioned there to protect the com- 
munication lines to the Red army 
garrison in Austria, would be 
under a heavy obligation to be 
withdrawn at the same time. The 
reason for posting them in Hun- 
gary and Romania would be re- 
moved. 

No one here believes that the 
Kremlin would be unable to ar- 
range, by treaty or otherwise, 
for the Red Army units in Hun- 
gary and Romania to remain 
there. But such a move by 


Moscow would run directly coun- 


ter to Molotov's arguments at 
berlin against the presence of 
American bases and forces in 
foreign countries. 

Finally, a clear danger signal, 
in the view of Austrian offi- 
cials, has been seen in the re- 
cent campaign of the Austrian 


Communist party and the Vienna 


correspondent of Pravda against 
the idea of Austria's eventually 
joining the Council of Europe, 
the international semi-parliamen, 
tary body working to unify west- 
ern Europe.

Competition for Margarine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Instead of the present farm sub- 
sidy plan or the proposed direct pay- 
ment plan, I think that we should 
substitute a sort of “maximum” pay- 
ment plan. We ought to say to the 
farmer, “Sure, we will help you out, 
but there is a limit to how far we 
will go.” 

I think that all of the subsidized 
commodities should be placed on 
the open market and instead of a 
flat guarantee of 65 cents a pound, 
as in the case of butter, we ought to 
set a maximum subsidy payment of 
let us say 20 cents a pound. If the 
market price falls to 55 cents a 
pound because of over-production 
then we pay the farmer 10 cents a 
pound. But if it falls to 40 cents 
a pound then we only pay 20 cents 
a pound and the farmer stands the 
nickel loss himself. | 

I am not saying the maximum sub- 
sidy should be 20 cents. That is for 
the economists to figure out. How- 
ever, some of the burdens of over- 
production should rest with the per- 
son responsible and not entirely 
with the taxpayers of the country. 
The law of supply and demand 

uld be brought into the picture 
ev if in a limited manner. The 
direct payment plan would still allow 
the farmer to produce unlimited 
amounts of butter and still get 65 
cents a pound for it. This would 
tend to curb his production, end 
storage losses, ani perhaps give 
some competition .o the margarine 
industry.

Like charity, investigation should 
begin at home.

Maine newspaper stops its presses after 82 years and tells why: 
Rising costs and economic distress of area do what powerful 
foes could not; despite circulation gains, there was not enough 
local advertising to support journal of courageous views. 


James D. Ewing, Publisher, in the Final Edition of 
4 The Bangor (Me.) Commercial 


This is the last issue of The Bangor 
Commercial. Publication is being sus- 
pended after more than 82 years of con- 
tinuous service te the people of north- 
ern and eastern Maine, 


The decision to cease publishing The 
Commercial was an unbelievably diffi- 
cult one to make. Its disappearance 
from the homes of thousands upon 
thousands of people and from hundreds 
of communities will leave a void that 
can never be filled. 


But of even greater importance, per- 
haps, Maine no longer has a daily news- 
paper champion of the basic values for 
which The Commercial nad always stood 
and fought, often against heavy odds. 


Was it licked? Economically, yes. But 
because of its fight for the fundamental 
principles in which it believed, The 
Commercial will live in many a heart 
for years to come—and its memory will 
be a source of hope, strength and cour- 
age to carry on, 


Facts Without Fear or Favor 


What were some of these principles? 
Perhaps the most important was The 
Commercial’s st€adfast faith in the fu- 
ture: its refusal to believe that Maine’s 
greatest days lay in the past; its stub- 
born conviction that greater opportuni- 
ties lay ahead, if we but had the cour- 
age and the vision to seize them. 


But there were other things, too, The 
Commercial never ducked a fight when 
it thought it was right. And, when fight- 
ing, it did so openly. When there were 
facts.the people had a right to know-in 
order to make informed decision about 
their government, their public officials 
or their community life, The Commer- 
cial battled to give them those facts 
without fear or favor. 


Powerful interests have at times 
sought to destroy The Commercial. Some 
feared. its independent voice. Others 
stood to gain from its suspension. At 
times every kind -f pressure was 
brought to bear to prevent the publica- 
tion of information to which the pub- 
lic was entitled... It is a tremendous 
tribute to The Commercial and to the 
rugged integrity of its staff that these 
efforts have always failed. 


Thrée Reasons for Suspension 


Why, then; is The Commercial sus- 
pending publication after eighty-two 
years of service? There are three prin- 
cipal reasons... 


‘First, the industry-wide problem of 
steadily rising operating costs. The ba- 
sic economic ingredients of a newspaper 
are labor, paper and machinery. The 
cost of all three has skyrocketed in the 
past six or seven.years—and there is no 
end of these increases in sight. 


* Second, the economic picture in 
northern and eastern Maine is not a 
happy one, however much one may 
hope that evéntually, at some future 
but indefinite date, the picture may 


brighten. Enormous losses are being suf- 
fered by the potato industry and its al- 
lied businesses. The plight of some of 
Maine’s eastern coastal areas is little 
short of desperate, New payrolls coming 
into eastern and northern Maine are 
largely being offset by payroll losses as 
existing industries close. 


The third reason is the most import- 
ant: The Commercial did not receive 
the local advertising required to justify 
its continuation. Ironically, perhaps 
tragically, the amount of increased sup- 
port needed was not really large. But 
it would have necessitated the partici- 
pation of most of the merchants of this 
community. 


The Attitude That Counts 


It was this lack of support on a com- 
munity-wide basis that forced us to 
the conclusion that further publication 
could not be justified. 


We would be remiss if we failed to 
give credit: to those merchants — and 
there were a goodly number—who con- 
sistently purchased space in The Com- 


mercial and who were able to see clear- | 


ly that the paper would grow stronger 
provided such support were extended 
over a reasonable period of time. It is 
to such men and women that the state 
as a whole, and northern and eastern 
Maine in particular, must look for lead- 
ership. 


It is not a question of whether their 
forward-looking attitude manifests it- 
self in support of a newspaper or any 
one of a hundred other types of activi- 
ties. It is the attitude itself that counts. 
It is the attitude of “can do.” It is the 
attitude that the creation of a greater 
measure of prosperity ‘n the future is 
as important’ as conservation of the 
wealth of the past. 


Lives on in the Hearts of Many 


Finally, a personal note. We who have 
guided the destinies of The Commercial 
these past seven years, who have seen 
it double. its evening circulation and 
launch a Sunday issue now reaching 
over 22.000 homes, who have seen it 
become an ever more important factor 
in local and state affairs—we who have 
been at the helm want to express our 
profound thanks to the employes who 
made this growth, and progress possible. 


There has beeh many an employe of 
The Commercial who has turned down 
substantially higher pay, or who has 
left a more secure job, to join our or- 
ganization. They have done so because 
they believed to the very core of their 
being that The Commercial’s kind of 
journalism was the right kind. 


To them we can never adequately ex- 
press our appreciation. Perhaps we 
don’t have to express it, They know. 

They feel, as we do, that a newspaper 
has a soul—and that though the body 
may perish, the soul will live on in the 
hearts of good Maine people.

How many of us have had to be- 
hold the sacrifice of the innocent vic- 
tim to clear our own clouded percep- 
tions? It is this painful road to knowl- 
edge that Mr, Burt is éxploring. It is 
his knowledge of the really real and his 
‘ability to communicate it that makes 
his book significant. 

He has the poet’s skill for significant 
detail, an ear for telling dialogue and 
he can recreate a climate of being vivid- 
ly. His story is much more than a pic- 
ture of boys aéschool; it is rather a re- 
creation of the stuff of life, an illumina- 
tion of the search for eternal values 
which we all pursue.

Von Phul Collection Given 
to Historical Society by 
Artist’s Relatives. 


A recent acquisition by the 
Missouri Historical Society of 
70 water colors and ‘sketches of 
St. Louis in 1818 by Anna Maria 
von Phul, a young artist who 
visited the city that year, went 
on display today in the society's 
Martin Lammert Gallery at Jef- 
ferson Memorial in Forest Park. 

Furnishing one of the earliest 
pictorial records of people and 
customs of old St. Louis, the 
collection was hailed by Charles 
van Ravenswaay, society direc- 
tor, as also being the work 
of a deft and talented artist. It 
was given to the society by 
John Richardson Thomas and 
Henry von Phul Thomas, de- 
scendants of the artist’s brother. 

“Fortunately, Miss Von Phul 
chose subjects which are of the 
greatest interest to us today,’ 
Van Ravenswaay commented. 
“She painted the Creoles in 
their native garb as well as 
their ball gowns. One learns, 
for example, how the women 
wore satin ballet type shoes 
with their evening attire and 
Indian moccasins with the heavy 
work-a-day clothes.” 

The paintings record the dis- 
tinctive picket fences, two- 
wheeled Creole carts with 
wickerwork sides, and the Cre- 
ole houses with their peaked 
roofs and galleries which gave 
the town an old-world charm.

OME of the biggest bar- 
§ zains come in the smallest 

packages, and this week we 
would like to call your atten- 
tion to three foods which, al- 
ways relatively inexpensive, 
happen to be especially plenti- 
ful at the present time. 

First of all, let’s consider 
dried beans. They literally 
come in small packages — one 
pound of dried beans will make 
about six cups of cooked beans. 
No member of the legume fam- 
ily is more American than the 
bean — consider Boston’s bean 
pot, the South’s “Hopping 
John”; the chili con carne of 
the land of adobe haciendas. 
There is no doubt that beans 
are well liked, and that they 
are penny savers.. Budget-wise 
and nutrition-wise they deserve 
a wider use in our menu mak- 
ing. Certainly the weather is 
right for a steaming bowl of 
hearty bean soup, so what are 
we waiting for? 

Another of our little prize 
buys is the nut which isn’t a 
nut—the peanut. Actually, pea- 
nuts are another member of the 
legume family, right along with 
those dried beans. And right 
along with beans, both peanuts 
and peanut butter are neat lit- 
tle nuggets of food value. They 
are plentiful now, so use them 
freely in salads, sandwiches,

Checking the Meat Counters. 


A check of the meat counters 
shows that there have been no 
startling changes since last week. 
We seem to be getting in a rut 
on this point, but we repeat that 
beef and chicken are still the 
leading values. Beef of almost 
any kind from thick, juicy steaks 
to stewing beef. And what could 
be more tempting on a Febru- 
ary night than a good beef stew 
topped with fluffy, parsley- 
flecked dumplings or bordered 
with mashed potatoes? Just one 
word of warning — remember 
that fresh stew meat should be 
loosely covered, stored in the 
coldest part of the refrigerator, 
and used within a few days. 

If you have a yen for pork, 
you may be happy to hear that 
pork loins are available at prices 
which, although not bargains, 
are not too extravagant. Also re- 
member that pork sausage is a 
welcome winter dish. 

Variety meats offer endless 
menu possibilities, and we need 


not remind you once again that 


some mighty fancy fare can be 
yours at some mighty reasonable 
prices if you plan your menu 
around broiler-fryer chickens. If 
you are shopping for lamb, you 
will find your best values in the 
forequarter cuts. 


Vegetable Bins and Fruit Stands. 


Now let’s take a look at the 
situation in vegetable bins and 
fruit stands. This is a good time 
to put winter pears on your shop- 
ping list. They add a fresh touch 
to winter menus, and they are 
here in good supply. Some of 
them are hard when displayed 
at the market, but just let them 
ripen at room temperature until 
they are soft to the touch. If 
they must wait at this stage (that 
is, when they give to slight pres- 
sure by the finger), keep them 
in the refrigerator. 

Florida is doing a fine job of 
keeping us supplied with 
oranges (including Temples) and 
grapefruit (including that lus- 
cious Indian river fruit). Cali- 
fornia isn’t doing quite as well 
with her navel oranges this 
week, but there are plenty of 
lemons. 

Take your choice of Delicious, 

Golden Delicious or Jonathan 
apples, and don’t forget Em- 
peror grapes, which seem ex- 
ceptionally sweet now. In. the 
delicacy category we find straw- 
berries,. rhubarb, South Amer- 
ican honeydews and Santa Rosa 
plums. Pineapples are stili 
available, but most of them lack 
color. 
Vegetables present no prob- 
lem for the thrifty shopper. Po- 
tatoes, onions and cabbage are 
downright cheap, In the reason- 
able bracket we find string 
beans, beets, carrots, broccoli, 
Louisiana sweet potatoes, ro- 
maine from Florida, endive and 
escarole from Texas. 

Mushrooms are a better buy 
than they have been, and the 
price has moderated somewhat 
on tomatoes. Brussels sprouts 
are cheaper, but the quality 
isn’t quite tops. Cucumbers, 
too, are a little erratic in qual- 
ity. On the other hand, new 
greens from Texas have a spe- 
cial sparkle of freshness. Sup- 
plies have increased on corn on 
_the cob, with the price becom- 
‘ing attractive. 

Items which remain in the 
higher bracket are green pep- 
pers, squash and spinach. 

Variety items: a few wax 
beans, French endive, red and 
Savoy cabbage.

City With a Place to Blow Off Steam 


‘Cleveland Residents Can Air Gripes—and Get Results—at Municipal Complaint Bureau

CLEVELAND, Feb. 4. 
HE angry man shook his 
: fist menacingly. “I ought to 
punch you in the nose,” he 
exploded. “You've taken all the 
joy out of my life.” 

Object of his indignation was 
soft-voiced, mild-mannered Ste- 
phen Mokris, 47, manager of 
Cleveland’s municipal Bureau of 
Complaints, ., 

Mokris, former president of a 
building and loan association, 
has spent a lot of time coaching 
his staff on how’ to politely 
soothe irate taxpayers. He de- 
cided to practice what he 
preaches. 

“We,” he told the fist waver, 
“are here to serve you—the pub- 
lic. You're my boss. The city 
government belongs to you. 
Now, tell me what the trouble 
is, and I'll do my best to 
straighten it out.” 

“That,” the visitor roared, “is 
just it. For years, I've been 
griping about how you fellows 
at City Hall give everyone the 
runaround. And now this bu- 
reau comes along, and—well, it’s 
awful. You treat a citizen like 
a human being. You get things 
done. You've ruined my best 
gripe...” 

Mokris chuckled as the man 
stormed out of his office. It was 
the warmest compliment the 
Complaint Bureau received in 


_ its first year of operation—and ° 


also the first and only gripe 
about itself. 

But during that year the bu- 
reau has taken care of 30,916 
complaints about the services of 
other city departments, and an- 
swered 33,505 additional requests 
for information regarding mu- 
nicipal activities. 


“It's the finest safety valve 
we've ever had,” declared vet- 
eran City Clerk Thad Fusco. “It 
has also proved an excellent tool 
for sharpening up the perform- 
ance of all city departments.” 

Although still an infant, the 
Complaint Bureau has attracted 
national attention and inspec- 
tions by officials of other cities 
from Florida to California, as 
well as inquiries from as far 
away as Mexico and the Philip- 
pines. 


The “gripe center” is a re- 
cent innovation in municipal 
government. Similar bureaus 
are now operating in Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, Houston, Nor- 
folk and Beloit, Wis. 

“It’s an idea that’s bound to 
spread,” said Herman Bonchek, 
Cleveland’s information direc- 
tor. “It's the best method I’ve 
ever seen to open all the doors 
of City Hall for even the 
humblest citizen. It gives peo- 
ple the correct impression that, 
in our American democracy, 
they are the masters of their 
government, and can get quick 
action with a phone call or a 
personal visit.” 

Quick action is what the pub- 
lic gets from the Complaint Bu- 
reau. Take the case of the ex- 
cited woman who telephoned to

report that she had accidentally 
tossed a box containing $100 
into her garbage, which had 
just been collected.

Within an hour, the woman was 
counting her currency. “It's all 
here,” she exulted. 


She peeled off a dollar bill 
and handed it to the garbage 
collectors as a reward.

RIGIN of the Complaint Bu- 
Qyreau wasn't entirely altruistic. 

In a sense, it was a matter of 
self-preservation for the 33 
members of Cleveland's City 
Council. 


Councilman is a part time 
public office here, and each 
member of the municipal legis- 
lature has to earn a living in 
some business or profession. 
But how can you run a store or 
practice law when your tele- 
phone is ringing constantly, 
with constituents squawking 
about sloppy garbage collec- 
tions, dirty streets, holes in the 
pavement, or more trivial or 
serious matters? 


The councilmen found them- 
selves spending most of their 
time heckling city departments 
for the voters of their wards. If 
they didn’t like it, they had to 
quit and drop out of politics— 
which many did. 

Then James Donnelly, coun- 
cil president, came up with the 
“gripe bureau” idea. It wasn’t 
difficult to sell to his fellow 
councilmen. Former Mayor 
Thomas A: Burke, now a U.S. 
Senator, enthusiastically em- 
braced the plan, too. 

Costing the city $20,000 a 
year, including a $6300 salary 
for Mokris, the Complaint Bu- 
reau has already produced sev- 
eral million dollars worth of

good will—if good will can be 
measured with dollar signs. 

In a typical day, Mokris and 
his four assistants—Marie Ryan, 
Maureen Russo, Eileen Purren- 
hage and Maureen O’Malley— 
soothe the tempers of several 
hundred citizens. They have 
become accustomed to the open- 
ing statement of every other 
conversation: “I’m a taxpayer, 
and I’m entitled to...” 

“Of course every taxpayer is 
entitled to good service,” is the 
usual reply, “and we're here to 
see that you get it.”

Fix It Yourself | 


By Hubbard Cobb 
Fintsnes for Plywood. 
HEY make just about 
T everything out of plywood 
these days from houses 
down to breakfast and 
sooner or later you'll come up 
to the job of giving the ply- 
wood sonfe sort of finish, 

The most common sort of ply- 
wood in use today is made out 
of fir and fir is a fine wood ex- 
cept for one little point: Fir 
has a wild grain that you must 
tame before you apply any sort 
of finish. If you don’t first 
tame the grain, you'll be sorry. 

About the easiest way to take 
care of the grain is with a ply- 
wood sealer. This is applied to 
the wood and allowed to dry. 
It takes care of the grain of 
the plywood and also serves as 
somewhat of a primer. 

If you wish to apply an 
enamel to the plywood put on 
the sealer first and follow this 
up with a coat of enamel un- 
dercoater or. underbody. When 
this is dry it should be sanded 
down lightly and then you can 


‘ apply the enamel. 


Another sort of finish you 
can apply to plywood with good 
results is a penetrating stain. 
You apply the sealer first and 
then brush on the stain. Give 
it a few minutes to soak in and 
then wipe off the excess with 
a clean cloth. 

When the stain is dry you'll 
need some sort of protective 
coating and for this you can 
either use wax or shellac. Var- 
nish can be used too but it 
tends to give the finish a 
slightly yellowish cast.

All dead animals are 
hauled away as quickly as pos- 
sible. During the bureau's first 
year? it received 1842 calls of 
this nature, ranging from pet 
parakeets to monkeys and horses 
—but mostly cats and dogs. 


“We can’t sleep because the 
people next door are playing 
their radio so loud!” Police 
called and requested them to 
tune it down. 

The bureau won't accept anon- 
ymous complaints. A_ citizen 
must give his or her name and 
address to receive any consid- 
eration. = 

Then the information is jotted 
down on a printed form. Min- 
“utes later, it is on its way to the 
head of the appropriate city de- 
partment. The department head 
is given a specific time limit— 
never more than five days—in 
which to report back what action 
has been taken. 

A copy of the report is mailed 
to the complaining citizen, and 
another sent to his or her coun- 
cilman. 

Some taxpayers, astounded by 
the prompt action and response, 
react with bursts of enthusiastic 
applause. 

“A magical thing and sweet 
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to remember,” wrote Mrs. J. E. 
Talcott: when her complaint 


about garbage collections 
brought quick provement. 
“This prompt action: is very 


much appreciated by residents 
of West Ninety-first street and 
myself.” 

“Thank you for the service 
you rendered,” wrote Mrs. D. 
J. Muffler, who wanted a hole 
in the street near her home on 
Halliday avenue filled in. “I’m 
proud to say I live in Cleve- 
land.” 

When he first tackled the job, 
Mokris thought old-time city of- 
ficials might resent his bureau's 
meddling. Instead, he found 


them enthusiastic and co-opera- 
tive. , 


“Practically everyone in this 
City Hall has a sincere desire 
to serve the public,” Mokris ex- 
plains. “Having a central com- 
plaint bureau that’s on the job 
every day makes things easier 
for all concerned. Before we 
set up the bureau, people would 
call City Hall and think they 
were getting the runaround be- 
cause the telephone operator 
didn’t know just whom to con- 
nect them with. Also, the vol- 
ume of complaints gives depart- 
ment heads some picture df how 
~ ma their men are work- 
ng.” 


Even Mayor Anthony Cele- 
brezze finds.the bureau a boon. 
He sends his daily crop of 
squawk letters along to Mokris 
for processing.

VERY complaint, however 

trivial it may appear, re- 

ceives immediate attention. 

“It's important to someone,” 
Mokris explained, “and that 
someone is one of our bosses. 
We try to make people feel that 
no one is doing them a favor— 
they're just getting the service 
they're entitled to.” 


Some gripes result in unex- 
pected consequences. For exam- 
ple, one citizen demanded that 
a statue in Public Square be 
moved because it was an incon- 
venience to patrons waiting at a 
bus stop. It wasn’t practical to 
move the statue—but the bus 
stop could be shifted, and was. 

Nothing could be done for a 
woman who insisted that the 
city keep pigeons off her lawn. 

The 64,421 complaints and in- 

formation requests handled by 
the bureau in its first year in a 
city with about 900,000 popula- 
tion have convinced city officials 
that the “gripe center” is here 
to stay. “It’s too bad we didn’t 
have this bureau years ago,” 
Mokris said. “It would have pre- 
vented a lot of hard words about 
“those fellows at City Hall.” 
. One minor gripe of the Com- 
plaint Bureau personnel is that, 
as word of their efficiency and 
follow-up technique gets around, 
they’re beginning to receive a 
sprinkling of calls from suburb- 
anites. And they can’t do any- 
thing for anyone but Cleveland 
residents.

When a splen- 
did opportunity for a partner- 
informing device does arise, the 
inexpert player is apt to miss it. 
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The bidding: 


West North East South 
Pass Pass 1g 4@ 
Dble. Pass Pass Pass 


West’s double of four spades 
was obviously rather aggressive. 

The heart jack was of course 
West’s opening lead, and East 
properly overtook and (not so 
properly) followed up with the 
ace of hearts. South sensed that 
he could not afford to ruff low, 
so he used a trump honor, and 
West correctly declined to over- 
ruff with his ace; there was a 
chance to develop two trump 
tricks, so he discarded a dia- 
mond. 

Declarer led the spade king, 
and West, hoping to get a signal 
from his partner, held up the 
ace. This did no good, however, 
because when the spade queen 
next appeared, West had to win 
(to preserve the nine-spot) and 
East followed suit. 

Now West had to guess how 
to put East in for another heart 
lead which would establish -the 
nine of trumps. West guessed 
wrong, leading a diamond, and 
after that the doubled contract 
was home. 

East overlooked an outstand- 
ing opportunity. At the second 
trick he should have used a 
suit-preference signal, leading 
the heart nine, not the ace, to 
tell West that he, East, could be 
reached in the lower of the side 
suits. The lead of the unneces- 
sarily high ace of hearts should 
have announced an entry in the 
higher side-suit, diamonds. 

Players must exercise judg- 
ment in their play of “equals” 
from this or that suit.
